This school-year has, on the whole, been one of marked 
success. Ido not think a single term of school in the whole 
town can be fairly called a failure. All the teachers have 
proved competent and faithful. Some of them have appar- 
ently accomplished much more than others. But it was easily 
seen that those who seemed to have accomplished least had 
won ¢haé success in the face of the greatest obstacles. 

In some of the schools there is a needless multiplicity of 
text-books, and of classes. In some districts the few changes 
in text-books, which have been attempted within the past few 
years have not been carried out; and the pupils are using 
inferior or worthless books. I found ‘‘geographies” in use 
which were actually twenty-five years behind the times. In 
some school-rooms there are no maps, charts or appliances of 
any kind,—except the blackboard—to aid the teacher in the 
instruction of primary classes. In some schools the attend- 
ance is very irregular; and classes that seem to be well-formed 
and promising, are broken up and the best results are largely 
lost. No teacher can be fairly judged by such classes as these. 

It takes a ‘‘new man” a large part of a year’s service, as 
school committee, to learn the real condition and mye of the 
schools. I have this year attempted no changes in the text- 
books; partly from the fact just stated, and partly because no 
changes in ‘*geographies” could this year be profitably made. 
The results of the census of 1880 will be incorporated in ail 
new books now published—and this fact ought to set aside 
the text-books in geography now tn use. 
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A great work needs to be done in our schools. I can no 
longer serve the town as school committee ; and it seems highly 
probable to me that the interests of the school would be best 
served by the careful appointment of a school board, of three 
or five members... This zeed not increase the expense. And 
such a board would have the moral weight and authority which 
are needed to make absolutely necessary changes—changes 
that will serve the Town in the greatly increased efficiency of 
our schools, many times the expense that might be incurred. 
But let the best man, or men, be chosen; and reappoint the 
same committee year after year, until he has time to do 
what must be done, to save the schools from tnexcusable 
waste.

F, Maxfield; a patient, faithful and skilful teacher. All the | 
pupils made good improvement; and some of them did 
remarkably well. Miss Maxfield was preeminently successful 
with her classes in reading.

the instruction of Mr. J. B. Ham; the second under that of 
C. S. Ward. Both teachers were deeply interested and very 
efficient in their work. Both terms the order was nearly per- 
fect, and the progress of the pupils very marked. Here are 
certainly some of the most promising classes in the town: a 
class of eleven in Greenleaf’s Common School Arithmetic; a 
class of fourteen in Grammar. And above these are smaller 
but more advanced classes. This District is already beginning 
to show the excellent results of a g@raded school.
